This is in response to the Non-Final Office Action mailed on February 10, 2005. 
The Commissioner is authorized to charge any fees due (including extension of time 
and excess claim fees due) to make this response timely and complete to Applicants' 
attorneys' Deposit Account No. 20-0782/SEDN/246. 
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The Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection, because claims 1 and 10 are 
allowable for the reasons given above. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 2-8 and 11-17 under 35 U.S.C, §1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Shiga in view of Here et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,351 ,075, 
hereinafter "Her^ 1 ). 

The Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection, because claims 4, 5, 7-9, 13, 
14, and 16-18 are cancelled and because claims 2, 3, 6, 1 1 , 12, and 1 5 are allowable 
for the reasons given above.
